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DETAILED ACTION 

This Office action is in response to the amendment filed January 29, 2004. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

1. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

2. Claims 3,6 and 7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by 
Shukla, Y.K. "Synthesis Of Some New Aryl a-(3)Substituted-Carbazol-9-YL) 
Acetates/Propionates As Possible Anti-inflammatory And Analgesic Agents", Indian J. Chem., 
336:799-802 (1994) (SHUKLA ). 

The claimed invention is drawn to a carbazole derivative of formula (1),

R and R individually represent a hydrogen atom or a monovalent organic group and are 
as further defined in claim 6. 

SHUKLA continues to anticipate the claimed carbazole derivative in Scheme I of page 
799 and Table I found on page 800. The compounds 6b, 6d and 6f particularly anticipate the 
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claimed invention when Y is hydrogen. In SHUKLA when Y is a hydrogen the aromatic 
compound to which Y is attached becomes a benzyl group as claimed and when R is a methyl 
group the definitions for and R^are met. 

4. Claims 2,4,5, and 8-20 are allowed. 

None of the references of record disclose the claimed carbazole derivatives having 
definition as recited in claims 2, 19 and 20, the chemically amplified radiation-sensitive resin 
composition of claim 9 and the positive tone radiation-sensitive resin composition of claim 10.
